Te 
a  few  it  will  be  a  day  of  sober  re¬ 
flections,  a  time  to  recall  the  bless¬ 
ings  of  freedom  in  the  “I -and  of 
the  free  and  the  home  of  the 
brave." 

All  of  us  should  remember  and 
remember  well  that  the  freedom 
we  have  today  cost  the  blood  of 
others  in  the  yesterdays. 

As  we  enjoy  our  blooil-lxuight 
freedom  we  should  think  on  and 
act  on  the  words  of  Benjamin 
Franklin  who  in  those  dark  and 
dangerous  hours  in  appealing  for 
daily  prayer  said,  “Have  we  now 
forgotten  thjit  powerful  Friend  or 
do  we  imagine  we  nu  longer  need 
lbs  assistance?" 

Certainly,  in  these  days  that  are 
as  fraught  with  danger  as  were 
those  days  in  which  Franklin 
lived,  we  should  stop  long  enough 
to  think  on  and  he  thankful  for 
freedom. 

We  have  freedom  from  tyran¬ 
ny.

Some  have  gone  to  extremes 
on  freedom  of  worship  and  inter¬ 
pret  it  to  mean  “freedom  from 
worship." 

Baptists,  especially,  should  glory 
in  and  honor  this  freedom  of  wor- 
»hip.  We  have  not  always  had 
this  privilege.  Hundreds  of  Bap¬ 
tist  preachers  languished  in  '  Vir¬ 
ginia  jails  because  of  the  charge^ 
“preaching  the  gospel." 

Their  members  were  forced  to 
pay  taxes,  as  many  do  in  other 
lands  now,  to  support  a  state 
church.  Massachusetts  treated 
Baptists  no  better. 

We  should  not  lose  sight  of  the 
fact  that  the  basis  of  this  liberty 
we  enjoy  is  to  be  found  in  God 
and  in  the  teachings  of  His  book. 
We  should  fall  down  upon  our 
knees  and  offer  thanks  that  we 
live  in  a  nation  that  was  founded 
mi  the  principle  of  freedom  and 
“that  all  men  are  created  equal" 
and  that  we  have  the  rights  of 
“Life,  Liberty,  and  the  Pursuit 
•f  Happiness." 

Certainly  these  thanks  should 
include  a  prayer  for  strength  and 
determination  to  uphold  and  de¬ 
fend  that  liberty. 

The  same  God  who  gave  onr 
forefathers  the  strength  and  deter¬ 
mination  to  defy  a  despotic  ruler

state:  m  the  convention  still  contribute 
the  bulk  of  the  money  for  our  Southern 
Baptist  work.  The  needs  are  great  m 
the  West -and  ia  Canada— and  aU  over 
the  world  for  that  matter  but  we  cant 
meet  all  of  them  overnight. 

So  that  such  high  pressure  proposals 
will  not  be  thrust  on  the  convention  again 
without  adequate  publicity  and  discussion 
.  ahead  of  time,  the  St.  Louis  convention 
authorized  the  appointment  of  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  work  out  ways  and  means  of 
channelling  major  policy  proposals  from 
bosrds  and  agenciea  through  the  execu¬ 
tive  committee.  It  will  be  this  commit¬ 
tee's  job  to  work  out  plans  to  prevent 
such  last-minute  proposals  like  those 
presented  at  9t  Louis  It  was  evident 

at  St  Louis  that  certain  groups  felt  their 
chances  would  he  better  if  their  pro¬ 
posals  were  taken  directly  to  the  con¬ 
vention.  With  a  clever,  eloquent  speak¬ 
er,  a  proposal  might  go  over  at  the  con¬ 
vention  that  would  not  get  far  with  the 
executive  committee.  Ten  thousand 

messengers  can  be  easily  swayed,  parti¬ 
cularly  if  there  ia  not  enough  time  to 
present  all  sides  of  a  question. 

The  convention  showed  better  judgment 
in  not  approving  the  Home  Mission 
Board’s  request  for  a  loan  of  $3,400,000 
to  build  churches  ia  Washington -Oregon 
and  other  new  states.  The  matter  was 
referred  to  the  executive  committee  and 
Dr.  Courts  Redford  made  no  effort  to 
pressure  the  condition  with  it.  This  waa 
commendable.

(Editor's  Note.  In  order  that  our  road 
or*  may  pot  a  cross  section  of  Southern 
Baptist  thought  concerning  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  which  recently  met 
in  SI.  Louis  Wo  giv*  below,  end  will  con¬ 
tinue  for  a  few  weeks,  some  of  the  main 
thoughts  of  other  Southern  Baptist  Edi¬ 
tor*.  The  editorial  below  which  is  slight¬ 
ly  condensed  is  by  Marso  Grant,  editor 
of  the  N.  C.  Charity  and  Children. 

Tne  annual  session  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  is  so  big.  so  many- 
sided,  so  filled  with  important  decisions, 
and  m  some  respects  so  complicated 
that  it  takes  time  to  properly  evaluate 
what  took  place. 

We  were  not  too  happy  about  what 
has  now  come  to  be  known  as  the  ‘‘West¬ 
ern  Canada  Petition." 

Just  after  the  convention  approved  the 
plan.  President  Duke  McCall  of  South- 
ern'Seminary  came  by  the  press  table 
where  we  were  sitting.  He  was  deeply 
concerned  about  how  the  move  would 
he  interpreted  by  our  Baptist  friends  in 
Canada  who  had  expressed  their  dis¬ 
approval  in  a  letter  to  Executive  Secre¬ 
tary  Porter  W  Routh.  He  mentioned  the 
Baptist  World  Alliance  meeting  next 
year  in  London  and  wondered  what 
effect  this  decision  would  hare  on  our 
fellowship  there.  It  was  not  surprising 
that  Dr.  McCall  offered  a  resolution  the 
□ext  day  in  an  effort  to  pour  oil  on 
troubled  Baptist  waters.  He  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  administrative  committee  of 
the  AHiance  and  the  committee  meets  on 
the  Seminary  campus  in  Louisville  in 
September. 

We  admire  the  militancy  and  fervor 
at  our  brethren  in  the  West,  but  we  hope 
this  soirit  will  be  tempered  with  reason¬ 
able  diplomacy.

HOW  OUR  LORO  CHRIST  GREW 
FROM  CHILDHOOO 

Luke  2  4B52 
I.  THE  SETTING. 

The  first  39  verses  of  Luke's  sec¬ 
ond  chapter  tell  the  beautiful  story 
of  the  birth  of  our  Lord  in  Beth¬ 
lehem 

Yet  H  was  tho  birth  of  a  baby 
little  noted  among  tho  wise  and 
mighty  of  His  day.  The  busy,  hur¬ 
ried  world  very  little  noted  or  noted 
not  at  all  the  birth  of  a  peasant 
baby  whose  birth  chamber  was  a 
cattle  stall  and  whose  parents  were 
of  the  poorer  class  of  people.  But 
there  are  features  attending  this 
Child's  birth  that  crave  notice.  I 
mention  only  one  by  Luke: 

THE  MESSAGE  OF  THE  ANGEL 
TO  THE  SHEPHERDS 

Just  where  we  do  not  know 
exactly,  though  not  very  far  from 
Bethlehem  The  shepherds  were  out 
on  the  range  with  their  sheep  when 
fhe  angel  and  his  choir  came  upon 
them  The  shepherds  may  aU  have 
been  asleep  but  one  when  the  angel 
came  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord 
Rwnr  round  about  them,  but  we 
may  be  sure  that  they  were  pre¬ 
sently  very  much  awake 

What  tidings  did  the  angel  bring’ 
First,  a  reassurance:  “Fear  not”, 
be  not  afraid.  And  ia  this  reas¬ 
surance  the  angel  voiced  one  great 
principle  of  our  religion  It  is  a 
religion  of  love.  Of  course  we  are 
to  fear  to  displease  our  heavenly 
Father  always,  and  before  He  be-  j 
comes  our  Father,  we  are  to  fear 
His  wrath  for  His  mercy  scorned.  | 
but  when  we  have  yielded  to  His 
Spirit  and  in  consequence  have 
been  born  anew,  we  are  invited 
into  the  inner  circle  of  His  love  j 
to  share  His  favor  with  all  His 
other  children  for  whom  He  has  | 
prepared  the  heaven  of  eternal  joy 
and  glory.

Baptist  Joint  Committee  on  Pub¬ 
lic  Affairs,  told  a  Senate  Inter¬ 
state  Commerce  subcommittee 
here  that  "the  persistent  voice  nf 
the  liquor  industry  is  an  effective 
voice  making  its  impact  on  both 
young  and  old  people.  It  is  just 
as  irresponsible  as  it  is  effective.” 

The  Baptist  leader  was  among 
more  than  25  witnesses  who  testi¬ 
fied  in  favor  of  a  bill  to  ban  liquor, 
beer  and  wine  advertising  in  in¬ 
terstate  commerce
